‘The new Lands Act during 
the last session provided, that no 
person could file on an Alberta 
homestead until after a period of 
five years’ residence in this pro- 
vince. 

This policy of “provincial nation- 
alism" was, we understand, de- 
signed to give Alberta residents of 
five years or more a monopoly on 
government homestead lands, and 
keep out undesirables who might 
not be able to support themselves 
and thus become a burden to the 
province. 

And while it may accomplish this 
end, Alberta's homestead policy 
has also the effect of keeping out 
of the province many prospective 
homesteaders who would make good 
farmers and desirable citizens... 

Twenty or more years ago there 
was a large influx of homesteaders 
from Canada's eastern provinces, 
Today these settlers and their de- 
scendents are numbered among the 
best residents of Alberta. The new 
provincial lands act with its five 
years residence clause puts up the 
bars against this type of settler. Al- 
though they may be good farmers 
and fine Cunadian citizens, Alberta 
does not want them. 

Such legislation seems narrow 
and selfish. Alberta would bene- 
fit if the five year residence was 
extended to include any province 
in the Dominion. 


BACK TO 
THE LAND 

Real estate dealers in Calgary are 
now experiencing a large demand 


for farm lands. City dwellers who 
have discontinued business or who 
have lost their jobs, and who have 
savings which they see dwindling 
with the continued unemployment 
and business depression, are cast- 


Farmers, say the real estate deal- 
ers, are reluctant to sell. The farm- 
er has just passed through two of 
the worst years in the history of 
the west, and he believes things are 
due for a turn for the better, so he 
is ‘thanging on.’’ 

Cynics may scoff at the city dwel- 
ler’s desire to take up farming at 
a time when the agricultural in- 
dustry has been very hard hit. But 
to the unemployed city dweller life 
on the farm even under present 
agricultural conditions, is prefer- 
able to enforced unemployment, 
heavy monthly expense accounts for 
rent and living expenses, and grave 
uncertainty of the future. 

All the wealth of man comes from 
the farm, the forest, the mines, and 
the sea, with the farm contributing 
by far the largest share. If the 
farmer suffers a period of adversity 
so do other lines of business, for 
if the farm produces but little 
wealth there is but little for the 
business man in exchange for the 
service he gives. 

The return of prosperity must 
begin, first at the farm—the source 
of wealth. Until the farmer has 
a good profit to show for his year’s 
labor other lines of business in the 
west will show little recovery. 
OUR LEISURE 
TIME 

Chief among the probléms of to- 
morrow, says J. H. Ross, principal 
of the technical high school, Cal- 
gary, is the wise use of leisure time, 
He points out that during the past 
150 years much of man’s energy 
has been devoted to increasing 
leisure time, and now that he has 
found it, he discovers that the 
leisure has taken the unwelcome 
form of unemployment.

ADVANTAGES OF 
EARLY HATCHING 


Experimental Farms Note 


‘Pullets are almost the only source 
of eggs during the fall and early 
winter months. Hens are sure to 
moult at that time of the year, and 
they may take about three months 
to go through the complete moult. 
It is therefore important that far- 
mers and commercial poultrymen 
should have their pullets hatched 
early enough to begin laying in time 
tor the high prices which uually pre- 
vail in November, December and 
January. Eggs laid in March and 
April do not bring very ‘high prices, 
and a pullet that does not lay until 
after the first of the year may never 
justify her existence. 

The best results can never be ob- 
tained if pullets are forced to lay 
berore they mature. Such birds are 
usually more easily thrown off their 
laying than are birds which have 
reached a good size. A pullet can- 
not, even under summer conditions, 
lay on flesh, grow feathers, and pro- 
duce eggs at the same time so it 
will be almost impossible to get eggs 
in winter from hate hatched pullets. 
A good early hatched pullet should 
be well matured at the time that 
heavy egg production is wanted.

Improvements in construction and 
design of automobiles have material- 
ly reduced the discomforts and haz- 
ards of winter driving. In fact to- 
day there are only a few precautions 
a motorist should take to overcome 
the problem of slippery streets, and 
probably the most important is the 
correct adjustment of brakes. They 
should be kept evenly adjusted so 
that they will hold the car in a 
straight line, regardless of ‘how slip- 
pery the pavemen may be.
